Outlook, 1970s 


For the past six days, the Daily Press has 
published a nunil)er of stories from leaders of 
the area taking a look at what they see in their 
respective spheres of influence during the 1970s. 
Articles were written at the request of the 
Daily Press bv Luther M. Barrett, superinten­ 
dent of the Escanaba Area Public Schools; 
George Harvey, city manager of Escanaba; Rob­ 
ert Noe, city manager of Manistique; Howard 
Keeton and ll. J. Ilenrikson, city manager and 
recently retired city manager of Gladstone, re- 
soectively; Dr. Richard Rinehart, president of 
Bay de Noc Community College, an d several 
members of the Hiawatha National Poorest staff 
of the U. S. Forest Service. 
The 1970s will be a decade of great change 
and great challenge in all fields of endeavor to 
meet the growing needs of an expanding popu­ 
lation. Those needs are viewed in different ways 
by each individual, but nowhere is there any in­ 
dication of holding the line or retreat. 
* 
* 
* 
Barrett sees continued gains in enrollment 
in the Escanaba Area public schools and perilaps 
changes in programming to take care of t h e 
growth, including the use of some new and mod­ 
em concepts in education. He does not discount 
the possibility of a single school district for the 
entire county or area to give all students the 
benefits available in a larger district. 
Harvey, Noe and now Keeton v i e w city 
problems from within their own community, but 
each have common problems with promoting 
industrial and tourism growth and providing 
essential services while at the same time com­ 
bating municipal pollution. Noe indicates that 
Manistique could grow to a population of 15,000 
by 1980. Keeton and Ilenrikson hope to build 
on the beauty of the community and see the need 
for additional municipal facilities and commun­ 
ity improvements. Harvey points out Escanaba’s 
concern for development of water, sewerage, 
waterfront and electric facilities. He also sug­ 
gests that integration of police and fire depart­ 
ments may be possible along with the possibility 
of the city needing new tax sources — like a 
city income tax. 
Rinehart sees the college, its new campus 
with new buildings, growing from 700 to 1,200 
students and he anticipates a housing problem, 
opening up the possibility of college-owned hous­ 
ing. As enrollment grows, so will program, he 
says. 
The Forest Service spokesmen expect great­ 
er needs for resource management, fire control 
and development of forest lands. New concepts 
— such as introduction of a new’ hybrid pine 
w’hich resists blister rust — also will be used 
and others developed.

The items mentioned in the “Outlook” series, 
however, only scratch the surface. Because of 
space limitations, the Daily Press had to limit 
the length of each article. In asking for comment, 
only a few of the “key” people in the area were 
contacted. The newspaper also suggested that 
the articles relate specifically to the local scene, 
not taking into play to any great extent the role 
the state and federal governments or national 
or international developments may play in the 
future of the area. 
But just considering the challenges that 
were mentioned it should be an exciting decade. 
There will be frustrations as there also will 
be progress. And some of the “old” may be lost 
or modified as w’hat was “good enough for dad” 
may no longer be able to meet the tests of the 
1970s. Sacrifices on the part of individual citi­ 
zens, government and business and industry may 
be needed. Improvements are going to cost 
money. 
The area is growing and it must meet the 
challenge of the new’ decade boldly and with con­ 
fidence. There is nothing to be gained by stand­ 
ing still. 
The response of some of the leaders indi­ 
cates they already are convinced of that postu­ 
late. Hopefully, the entire community will be­ 
lieve it

Swiss Are Tempted 
To Turn To Inside

ZURICH — Western Europe 
struggles to become a single 
entity. The Common Market

What this would do to Sw iss 
industry is positively frighten­ 
ing. The big Brown Boveri Co.,

Another big machine 
company, Grorg Fischer, would 
have to reduce its employment 
by 15 per cent. 
The smaller enterprises would 
also find themselves starved 
for workers.

School Reform 


Hay Be Altered 


LANSING (API—House speak- 
e” William A. Ryan said Mon­ 
day Gov. William G. Milliken 
must agree to modify his educa­ 
tion reform package or the Leg­ 
islature will do it without him. 
The two chambers convene 
this year s session one week 
from Wednesday. 
Ryan, whose own interest in 
a $25 - million state aid pack­ 
age for private 
and parochial 
schools has led him to support 
the administration program, said 
key legislators are m e e t i n g 
again this week to try to find 
bipartisan compromise on the 
education issue. 
Similar closed - door sessions 
went on for some two weeks dur­ 
ing a legislative recess early in 
November. Wlien the House and 
Senate came back, none of MjI- 
iiken’s proposals succeeded in 
clearing both before they quit for 
Christmas and the year. 
Ryan said at a news confer­ 
ence today he has heard “ru­ 
mors” that the executive office 
w OI propose changes in the 12- 
measure package. The Detroit 
Democrat called Milliken’s re­ 
quested 16 - mill statewide prop­ 
erty tax “most tantalizing, yet 
hopeless.” The Senate reduced 
the rate to 12 mills then defeat­ 
ed it in a preliminary vote. 
“We’ll never get the votes for 
the necessary income tax in­ 
crease to replace it,” Ryan said.

Such a division ordinarily oc­ 
curs in only one deal out of ten, 
and in many hands this possi­ 
bility fades into insignificance 
when compared with other dan­ 
gers that confront declarer. But 
in this instance there is no 
other danger on the horizon, 
and so South should concentrate 
on the 4-0 break. Accordingly, 
he wins the heart lead in dum­ 
my and returns a low spade to 
the king. 
Once East shows out, It is not 
difficult for declarer to restrict 
himself to one trump loser. 
West’s 10-9-4 
can 
easily be 
trapped later on. 
It is true that the low spade 
to the king would not succeed 
if East had the A -l0-9-4, but 
nothing in the world could help 
declarer in that case. Leading a 
low spade from dummy on the 
first 
round 
protects 
against 
everything that is protectable.

a study of the 1%() census and a 
1968 population survey. His find­ 
ings were further confirm ation 
of the evidence easily visible in 
any big city' and its surround­ 
ings. 
But at the sam e tim e Living­ 
ston’s findings underscored an­ 
other social problem that hasn’t 
received as m uch recognition: 
More and more, the poor, black 
families trapped in the slums 
are headed by women unable to 
earn enough m oney to drag 
their income above tire govern­ 
m ent’s poverty line of S3.600 a 
year for a four-m em ber urban 
household. 
Those left behind, he report­ 
ed, are too Ola, too young or too 
burdened with family to earn a 
good living. More than 70 per' 
cent of the poor rem aining in 
poverty areas—m ost 
of them 
children—fit into this category. 
“ About half of the poor resid­ 
ing in poverty areas in 1%7 
were children under 18 years of 
age," he said. “ Two-thirds of 
these children were Negro” and 
other nonwhites. 
He reported the num ber of 
families living in poverty areas 
had dropped 15 per cent in the 
eight years between the two sur­ 
veys. Although some blacks got 
out, most of the flight was by 
whites, and the difference was 


even more pronounced in the 
largest cities. 
In poor areas of m etropolitan 
areas containing more than a 
quarter-m illion people, the num­ 
ber of white families dropped 18 
per cent, while the black popu­ 
lation dropped half that much. 
In areas with more than a 
million residents, however, the 
white population dropped 25 per 
cent, while the black population 
dropped by 8J2 per cent. 
But the figures for black im­ 
m igration 
are 
deceiving,

cause families headed by wom­ 
en were left behind as others 
headed by black men and white 
men and women moved out.

As Insiders' 


Seek Education 


LANSING 
<AP> — 
College 
credit courses are growing in 
jiopularity in Michigan prisons - 
ana very few of the students 
arc cutting classes. 


( j u s 
Harrison, 
state 
correc­ 
tions 
director, 
reported 
that 
more than 300 inmates in Michi­ 
gan’s penal system have taken 
or arc currently enrolled in col­ 
lege level classes. 
Instructors are volunteer pro­ 
fessors from Michigan State Uni­ 
versity. Jackson, Lansing and 
Montcalm 
Community Colleges 
and Aquinas and Grand Valley 
State College. 
“ Surprisingly enough.” Harri­ 
son said. ‘‘The attrition rate has 
been very low'. Most of the men 
who begin the courses complete 
them. 
‘‘We don’t worry at all about 
the courses being too easy for 
the prisoners.” he added. ‘ For 
one thing, the professors who 
have volunteered wouldn't allow 
that. Even more interestingly, I 
don't think the prisoners would 
stand for it. These men don’t 
want any special favors.” 
Prof. 
Dennis 
Mulder, 
of 
Montcalm Community College, 
who taught American literature, 
said he found, somewhat to his 
surprise, 
teaching 
inside 
the 
prison at the Ionia Reformatory 
had more advantages than dis­ 
advantages. 
The rooms and equipment, al­ 
though not elaborate, were ade­ 
quate, he said. 
"In most cases, inmate ability 
was strong.” Mulder said. “ In 
nearly all instances, interest ran 
very high.” 
The program started at the 
Michigan Reformatory at Ionia 
in June, 1968, with courses in 
economics 
and sociology. The 
reformatory since has 
added 
classes 
in 
psychology, 
social 
psychology. English composition, 
American literature, mass com­ 
munication 
and 
political 
sci­ 
ence. 
Courses taught at the State 
Prison of Southern Michigan in­ 
clude psychology, English, math­ 
ematics and political science.

are the favorite target for gun­ 
ners as soon as tracking snow 
is available.

No wonder. In a 
good year, 
such as 1964, 
more than 
1.25 
million rabbits 
were killed 
in 
Michigan. Last year. 
the take 
was down to an estimated 735,- 
(100. 
“ Some 
hunters 
start 
after 
them as soon as the first snow 
is on the ground.” 
said 
FVed 
Stuewer, of the Department of 
I Natural Resources 
game divi­ 
sion. 
“ Then the deer season occu­ 
pies the attention of the hunters. 
After the holidays, hunters settle 
down to serious rabbit shooting. 
; Success depends a lot on good 
(tracking snow that will inspire 
'the hunters to get out and start 
!searching.” he said. 
1 
The season w ill extend through 
March I in the Lower Peninsula 
land through March 31 
in the 
Upper Peninsula. 
The cottontails 
can be found 
throughout the Lower Peninsula 
and in many sections of the Up­ 
per Peninsula. Snowshoe hares 
can be found 
in the Northern 
j Lower Peninsula, Upper Penin- 
Isula and most of the Northern 
lake islands. 
Pete Petoskey, a game biolo­ 
gist and assistant regional man- 
| ager for the Department’s South­ 
ern Lower Peninsula division, is 
probably one of the top experts 
ion the species.

Peter gets out in the field and 
loves 
nothing 
better 
than 
to 
track rabbits with his beagle 
hounds. 
Look for heavy cover, he ad­ 
vises, marshy and brushy areas. 
Recently cut-over areas also are 
prime rabbit territory. 
“ I always like to start hunting 
early 
l h the day, 
because the 
tracks are fresh then,” Petoskey 
says. 
The best time to go out. he 
continues, is after a fresh snow, 
especially if you are hunting 
without dogs. 
If you are a dog man. he ad­ 
vises wryly, you are 
likely to 
have a lot of company. 
“ Usually a man with 
good 
dogs will find that his compan­ 
ions will outnumber his pack,” 
! he observes. 
‘ There s a lot to be >aid about 


hunting with companions,” Pe­ 
toskey concedes. “ You 
have a 
captive audience upon which to 
play the merits of your dogs, 
and somebody 
to help you 
in 
case of accident.” 
Rabbits should be dressed out 
in the field 
immediately after 
shooting, the expert adds. 
Petoskey has his own favorite 
recipe for cooking the rabbits— 
using three for a meal for four. 
After thorough 
cleaning they 
should be soaked overnight in 
salt water. 
The rabbits then are shaken 
in a sack with cracker crumbs 
or flour plus salt and pepper. 
They should be braised until 
golden brown in an open pres­ 
sure broiler. 
Petoskey then adds some exot­ 
ic touches. These include a quar­ 
ter cup of wine, a quarter cup 


od water, two cans of mushroom 
soup, sliced onions, a dash of 
sauces such as tobasco and Wor­ 
cestershire, a teaspoon of salt, a 
bay leaf or two and some garlic. 
A lew strips of bacon call be 
added on top. The rabbits then 
arc cooked again for about 20 to 
25 minutes in a closed pressure 
cooker. 
Some people don’t like gallic, 
Petoskey adds, but if you are 
discreet in use they will never 
know it is there.
